Most  people  know  that  Holland  (The  Nether¬ 
lands)  in  Europe  has  long  been  noted  as  the  pro¬ 
ducer  of  the  finest  bulbs  known.  Their  soil  and 
climatic  conditions  seem  to  be  ideal  for  their 
growth  and  their  people  seem  to  be  the  most  adept 
in  developing  new  vorieties  and  colorings. 


The  "Black  Falcon"  Which  Last  Year  Brought 
Krider  Bulbs  to  New  York 


The  nurseries  and  buyers  contract  for  the  quantities  and 
varieties  of  bulbs  they  are  going  to  need  the  following  fall 
and  these  blocks  are  grown  to  order  for  the  customer. 
Picture  No.  1  shows  one  of  these  blocks  in  full  bloom 
near  Sassenheim,  Holland.

One  of  the  epics  of  financial  speculation  is  the 
great  speculative  craze  in  Tulip  bulbs  which  hit 
Middle  Europe  in  the  17th  century  and  resulted  in 
the  ruin  of  many  wealthy  families  and  the  near 
ruin  of  the  Tulip-growing  industry  in  Holland.  As 
much  as  $7,000  was  paid  for  a  single  bulb  be¬ 
fore  the  crash  came  and  the  people  began  to  count 
their  losses  and  reach  sanity. 


PERHAPS  no  other  flower  in  common 
usage  today  is  so  steeped  in  history, 
mighty  class  struggles,  operations  by 
financiers  and  intense  labors  of  untold  num¬ 
bers  of  people  as  the  Tulip.  Very  few  people 
realize,  as  they  gaze  with  happiness  on  the 
glories  of  a  large  Tulip  planting,  the  story 
and  events  back  of  the  importing  of  the 
bulbs  necessary  to  produce  these  blooms, 
which  have  been  the  inspiration  of  poets  and 
artists  from  the  earliest  ages. 


Carload  of  Bulbs  Being  Unloaded  at 
Krider  Nurseries  Last  September 


At  the  proper  time  the  bulbs  are  dug,  carefully  graded 
and  sorted,  and  cured  ready  for  shipment.  Sizes  are  graded 
by  centimeters,  a  first  class  No.  1  bulb  being  11-12  centi¬ 
meters  in  size.  This  means  a  bulb  running  from  41/2  to 
5  inches  in  circumference.  They  are  packed  in  heavy  paper 
bags,  250  bulbs  to  the  sack,  with  the  variety  number  and 
size  stamped  plainly  on  the  outside.  These  sacks  are  care¬ 
fully  packed  in  wooden  packing  crates,  each  holding  from 
z0  to  30  sacks,  depending  on  varieties  and  sizes.  The 
crates  or  boxes  are  each  plainly  marked  with  the  name 
and  address  of  the  customer.

Most  bulbs  are  brought  to  America  in  ships  of  the 
Holland-American  Line.  The  ships  are  especially  con¬ 
structed  for  the  shipping  of  bulbs,  having  their  holds  air- 
conditioned  to  prevent  heating  or  spoilage. 

Picture  No.  2  shows  the  "Black  Falcon,"  one  of  the 
Holland-American  ships  and  Vhe  one  which  last  year 
brought  nearly  three-quarters  of  a  million  Tulip  bulbs  for 
Krider  Nurseries.  Bulbs  are  shipped  from  Holland  the  last 
part  of  August  or  early  September. 


Sacks  of  Bulbs  and  Special  Shipping  Carton 
Used  By  Us 


When  a  Tulip  Boat,  as  they  are  sometimes 
called,  docks  at  New  York  or  Hoboken,  N.  J., 
speed  becomes  the  watchword.  The  latest  type 
cranes  and  unloading  equipment  are  pressed  into 
service  and  the  crates  of  bulbs  are  swung  out  of 
the  hold  of  the  ship  with  the  least  possible  delay. 
They  are  loaded  at  once  into  freight  cars  and 
routed  direct  to  the  consignee.  Picture  No.  3  shows 
a  carload  of  bulbs  being  unloaded  at  Krider's  last 
September,  the  third  day  after  the  "Black  Falcon" 
had  docked  at  Hoboken.

The  boxes  are  opened  immediately  and  the 
sacks  of  bulbs  are  placed  in  their  Rose  storage 
cellar  where  the  temperature  is  cool  and  even. 

Picture  No.  4  shows  the  sacks  of  bulbs  and  also 
one  of  the  modern  packing  cartons  in  which  all 
Krider  Tulip  Bulbs  are  shipped.  Some  of  these 
bulbs  were  shipped  out  the  same  day  they  were  received  and  reached  the  customer  the  following  day 
and  were  planted.  Thus  the  fourth  day  after  the  ship  reached  this  country  the  bulbs  were  in  the  ground. 

Picture  No.  6  shows  a  nice  planting  of  Holland  Tulips 
blooming  in  the  garden  of  a  Krider  customer. 

Tulip  bulbs  planted  in  your  beds  may  be  left  three  years 
before  being  moved.  They  should  then  be  dug,  after  the 
tops  die  down  in  early  summer,  and  stored  in  a  cool  place 
until  September  or  October,  then  the  largest  bulbs  re¬ 
planted.  The  small  bulblets  may  be  planted  in  the  garden 
and  allowed  to  grow  a  year  or  two  before  being  placed  in 
the  regular  plantings.

When  grown  as  specimen 
plants  or  as  an  edging  to  taller  shrubs  its  graceful  arch¬ 
ing  branches,  covered  with  the  most  luxuriant  deep  green 
foliage  in  summer  and  beautiful  bright  red  berries  all 
winter;  are  the  most  attractive  sight  imaginable. 

Barberry,  Red  Leaf 

Similar  to  B.  Thunbergi  in  all  respects  except  that  the 
foliage  is  of  a  bronzy  red  color  which  turns  to  fiery  red 
in  autumn.  Plant  in  full  sun  for  best  results. 

Fire  Bush,  Cydonia  Japonica

Forsythia

Bush  Honeysuckle
